Is 3 Observer Here 


Ellis-Olson Mortuary, one of 
the oldest establishments in Al- 
bany, observes its 40th year this 
month. The firm, opened its doors 
in November, 1932, surrounded 
‘by empty fields, with just two 
homes standing on Kains Ave- 
nue between Portland and Wash- 
ington. First known as the Ellis 
& Guay Mortuary, the original 
building was designed and con- 
structed by Edward T. Guay, a 
local builder, later a partner, 

Mayors of three neighboring 
cities officiated at the dedication 
with approximately a thousand 
people touring the establishment 
during the open house period, ac- 
cording to records. 

Some years later Mr, Guay sold 
his interest to the Ellis family. 
In 1942, Harold W. Olson joined 
the organization and the name 
was changed to the present Ellis- 
Olson Mortuary. In 1945 the 
building was redesigned by John 
Warnecke, the same architect 
who designed the late President 
Kennedy’s shrine. An adjoining 
parking plaza, Rose Chapel and 
St. Francis Alcove were added, 
and other rooms added, The 
firm incorporated in 1962 with 
Harold W. Olson, May Ellis Olson 
and her daughter, Yvonne A.
